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The California Regional Water Quality Control Board, Los Angeles Region (hereinafter referred to as the
Regional Board) is the Lead Agency for evaluating the environmental impacts of the proposed
amendment to the Water Quality Control Plan for the Los Angeles Region (Basin Plan). The proposed
amendment incorporates a Total Maximum Daily Load (TMDL) plan to reduce bacteria to Santa Monica
Bay (SMB) beaches during wet weather. The Secretary of Resources has certified the basin planning
process as exempt from certain requirements of the California Environmental Quality Act (CEQA),
including preparation of an initial study, negative declaration, and environmental impact report
(California Code of Regulations, title 14, section 15251(g)). As the proposed amendment to the Basin
Plan is part of the basin planning process, the environmental information developed for and included
with the amendment is considered functionally equivalent to an initial study, negative declaration, and/or
environmental impact report.

Any regulatory program of the Regional Board certified as functionally equivalent, however, must satisfy
the documentation requirements of California Code of Regulations, title 23, section 3777(a) which requires
the following:

e A written report providing:

- a description of the proposed activity;

- reasonable alternatives to the proposed activity; and

- mitigation measures to minimize any significant adverse impacts.
e A completed environmental checklist that includes:

- a checklist of environmental impacts;

- a discussion of the environmental evaluation; and

- a determination with respect to significant environmental impacts.

The attached checklist and Santa Monica Bay Beaches Wet-Weather Bacteria TMDL fulfill the
requirements of section 3777, subdivision (a).

L DESCRIPTION OF PROPOSED ACTIVITY

The Basin Plan designates beneficial uses of waterbodies, establishes water quality objectives for the
protection of these beneficial uses, and outlines a plan of implementation for maintaining and enhancing
water quality. The proposed amendment would incorporate into the Basin Plan a TMDL to reduce
bacteria at SMB beaches during wet weather. The Regional Board’s goal in incorporating the above-
mentioned TMDL is to reduce the risk of illness associated with swimming in marine waters
contaminated with human sewage and other sources of bacteria. Swimming in waters with elevated
bacteria densities has long been associated with adverse health effects. Local and national
epidemiological studies compel the conclusion that there is a causal relationship between adverse health
effects, such as gastroenteritis and upper respiratory illness, and recreational water quality, as measured
by bacteria indicator densities.

Analysis of the extensive shoreline bacteriological monitoring data collected at SMB beaches has
consistently shown that bacteria densities frequently exceed the Water Contact Recreation (REC-1) water
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quality objectives for protection of public health during wet weather. The Regional Board has prepared this
TMDL to address the documented bacteriological water quality impairments at 44 beaches from the Los
Angeles/Ventura County line, to the northwest, to Outer Cabrillo Beach, just south of the Palos Verdes
Peninsula.

The TMDL establishes an 18-year plan for reducing the number of wet weather days that exceed REC-1
bacteriological objectives at SMB beaches such that (1) bacteriological water quality is as good as that of
a “reference” beach (i.e., a beach with a largely natural drainage area) and (2) no degradation of existing
water quality occurs. The purpose of this TMDL is to remove the human-generated (which includes both
human sources of bacteria and human activities such as storm water conveyances that have concentrated
natural sources of bacteria) bacteriological water quality impairments that prevent SMB beaches from
supporting the REC-1 beneficial use. It involves holding municipalities within a subwatershed jointly
accountable for exceedances of bacteria objectives from their storm drains, and encourages the use of a
variety of methods to prevent these exceedances.

Depending on the implementation strategy chosen, the proposal may result in soil excavation
during construction of storage, diversion or treatment facilities for storm water.

Depending on the implementation strategy chosen, the proposal may result in decreases in
deposition and erosion of beach sands and a decrease in siltation of the bed of Santa Monica Bay
if a portion of storm water is stored and diverted to treatment facilities, rather than discharging
directly to the beach and subsequently the bay.

A change in fresh water movement may occur if compliance with the TMDL is achieved in part
through diversion of storm water from open channels to waste water, or urban runoff, treatment
facilities.

Answer: Maybe

Changes in drainage patterns and the rate and amount of surface water runoff may occur if a
portion of storm water is diverted and/or captured and treated to achieve compliance with the
TMDL.

Answer: Maybe

Depending on the implementation strategy chosen, the proposal may result in the diversion and
storage of a portion of storm water, altering its current course of flow directly into the ocean.

3. Water. d. Will the proposal result in a change in the amount of surface water in any water
body?

Answer: Maybe

A change in the amount of surface water in waterbodies may occur if compliance with the TMDL
is achieved by diverting a portion of storm water runoff to waste water, or urban runoff,
treatment facilities.

3. Water. e. Will the proposal result in discharge to surface waters, or in any alteration of surface
water quality, including but not limited to temperature, dissolved oxygen, or turbidity?

Answer: Yes

A change in the quality of surface water will occur when the TMDL is implemented by
controlling sources of bacteria in surface runoff and/or treating dry weather runoff and storm
water runoff. This will positively impact recreational beneficial uses of surface waters, including
water contact and non-contact recreation.

Answer: Maybe

Depending on the implementation strategy chosen, the proposal may result in increases in
existing noise levels, particularly in the case of construction of storage, diversion or treatment

facilities for storm water.

Depending on the implementation strategy chosen, the proposal may result in alteration of the
present or planned land use of an area to provide land for storage, diversion or treatment facilities
for storm water.

The proposal may result in the need for increased maintenance of public facilities and,
specifically, storm water diversion facilities or structural best management practices (BMPs).

The proposal will result in the need for increased bacteriological monitoring at SMB beaches to
track compliance with the TMDL.

In order to achieve compliance with the TMDL, sewer systems and septic tank systems that affect
water quality at SMB beaches may need to be upgraded and/or adequately maintained.

Will the proposal result in a need for new systems, or
substantial alterations to the following utilities: storm water drainage?

Answer: Yes.

In order to achieve compliance with the TMDL, storm water drainage systems may need to be
upgraded to divert and/or capture and treat a portion of storm water that affects water quality at
SMB beaches.

Answer: Yes.

Implementation of the TMDL will have a positive impact on the quality and quantity of
recreational opportunities by reducing the number of days that exceed bacteriological water
quality objectives at SMB beaches.

Many of the environmental impacts listed above are “positive” impacts, while the majority of
adverse impacts are limited, short-term impacts, which may be necessary to achieve the long-
term environmental benefits of the TMDL. The implementation of this TMDL will result in
better water quality and a reduction in the risk of illness and associated health costs imposed on
the significant population that recreates at SMB beaches.
